The Fourth passed off as quietly in this 
village as any summer’s day. The inevitable 
boy with his tin horn commenced his work as 
early as Monday evening, but the real How 
came Tuesday evening and continued all 
night, much to the annoyance of those who 
would sleep, if they could. Some small can¬ 
non and numerous torpedoes made most of 
the rest of the noise. At 6.30 in the morning 
of Wednesday a very tame procession of An¬ 
tiques and Horribles paraded some of the 
streets, the most noticeable feature of the 
company being the “nigger drum core.” At 
9 o’clock a company numbering about 230, 
made up of all societies, but largely of the 
Methodists, went to Coldbrook on the cars, 
where a few hours were spent with varied 
amusements in a manner most pleasing to all. 
The A. O. H. had a large attendance at their 
picnic in Coney’s grove, all societies mingling 
in the merriment, which evidently was not 
lessened much by the posted notices of the 
priest, Rev. Wm. Moran, forbidding the so¬ 
ciety to hold the picnic or any of his congre¬ 
gation to go to it. The Sunday school and 
friends of the church in town, had a picnic in 
Mr. Anderson’s grove, and there was also one 
in the grove near tho school house in district 
No. 7, Hardwick, where the mission meetings 
are held, which some of our villagers attend¬ 
ed. There were no fire works in the evening 
and most people gladly went to bed early to 
make up for the sleep lost the night before. 
We noticed one private picnic party, number¬ 
ing about thirty, taking tea in the open air 
under the shady tress in Mrs. Field’s yard on 
Pleasant street. The only accident of note 
attendant upon the Fourth, was one which 
happened to Eddie Tuttle, in Ware town. By 
the explosion of a powder horn in his hand 
he received some severe burns about his head 
and hands, and will perhaps lose the use of 
one eye for a short time. There was very 
little drunkenness during the day. The pic¬ 
nic of the A. O. II. added $100 to the socie¬ 
ty’s treasury.

CARRIER PIGEONS. 

A curious item in the military estimates of 
the greater military powers of Europe is the 
sum now annually set down for the providing 
and maintenance of a certain number of pig¬ 
eon breeding establishments and houses. The 
large German fortresses of Cologne, Metz, 
Mayence, Strasburg, and others are all sup¬ 
plied with a complement of pigeons, and in 
France great efforts have been and still are 
being made to insure that there shall be a 
good stock of these birds in every garrison 
town. The idea which had been frequently 
mooted of utilizing carrier pigeons as the 
bearers of military dispatches was first work¬ 
ed out in practice during the investments of 
Paris and Metz in the late Franco-German 
war. So vigilant was the watch kept by the 
Germans over all the approaches leading into 
the fortresses that, in fact, no other messsen- 
gers could enter the beleaguered towns. 
Pigeons could be trusted, under certain easily 
fulfilled conditions, to return with all speed 
to their homes: and, consequently, numbers 
of them were taken out of Paris in balloons, 
to be subsequently laden with despatches, 
with which they then returned to the capital. 
At first the messages were tied around the 
necks of the pigeons; but it was found that 
when this was done many of the birds return¬ 
ed without their despatches, having probably 
got rid of them themselves during their flight. 
The plan was therefore adopted of reducing 
the despatches, by the aid of photography, to 
the smallest possible dimensions, and inclos¬ 
ing them in a quill, which was then fastened 
under one of the larger feathers of the pig¬ 
eon's wing. By this means not only was the 
loss of the despatches avoided, but they were 
also protected from partial destruction or ob¬ 
literation bv the weather. 


BEEF TEA MADE WITH ICE. 

Beef tea can be made without using any 
heat whatever, except that generated by the 
thawing of ice—the change ot water from a 
solid to a liquid form—by filling a deep dish 
with the dice-like pieces of beef, and then 
piling cracked ice on top. The resultant in 
an hour or two, is a certain amount of juice 
in the bottom of the dish, that is really an 
ice-cold beef tea. If any one should doubt 
that this process extracts the juices like the 
heating process, it would be a satisfaction of 
all doubt to try it. 

The beef is just as much deprived of its 
juices and changed in its character as if sub¬ 
mitted to a steaming or even stewing process. 
No more nutriment is left in the fibre of the 
beef than when the juices are extracted by 
heat. In fact, it is an illustration of the old 
adage, “extremes meet,” which is familiar to 
readers of Arctic explorations, and with the 
sufferers from summer scorched faces and 
frozen noses in our “temperate” climate of 
extremes.— Hartford Times.

Nikgpolis on the Danube has been cap¬ 
tured by the Russians, with G000 T^kish 
troops, two Pashas and two monitors, and a 
Russian force has also crossed the Balkan 
mountains and is threating the communica¬ 
tions between Jamboli and Adrianople. 

Ex-Governor Tilden sailed for Europe on 
Wednesday for a three months’ tour. He 
was accompanied by Cyrus W. 1 ield and 
Secretary-of-State Bigelow of New \ork, the 
latter of whom wrote to a person the other 
day that he was to be in New York Tuesday 
night and “would lodge with President Til- 
den.” __________________ 

The Springfield Institutions for Savings, 
the largest savings bank in that city, an¬ 
nounces a reduction in its rate of interest on 
mortgages from 7 to Gi per cent., thus follow¬ 
ing the example recently set by the Hampden 
Savings Bank of the same city, and o'ne which 
should be imitated by the other banks in the 
State. . 

Gen. Howard had a sharph fight with bo f 4 
Indians of Chief Joseph’s band near the south 
fork of the Clearwater river in Idaho last 
Wednesday and Thursday, and defeated them 
handsomely. He has destroyed Joseph’s 
camp and appropriated his provisions, etc., 
and Joseph made overtures for peace, though 
Gen. Howard thought it wa^ done merely to 
gain time.__ 

The Republican State Convention will be 
held at Worcester on the 19th of September, 
and it is understood that Senator Geo. F. 
Hoar will preside. The indications are that 
Gov. Rice will be re-nominated without any 
opposition, and the State cannot probably do 
better than to re-elect him, for he has shown 
himself a thoroughly capable and efficient 
Chief Magistrate. 

According to the statistics compiled by 
Dun & Barlow’s mercantile agency, the mer¬ 
cantile failures in this country amount to a 
trifle under $100,000,000 for the first six 
months of this year, the amount for the cor¬ 
responding period in 1876 being $10S,415,000. 
In Boston the failures for the six months 
were $4,190,000, and in the rest of the State 
$2,IG1,000, against $7,426,000 and $7,436,000 
in the first six months of last year. Mercan¬ 
tile capital has shrunk 25 per cent, in the last 
eighteen months, but the eastern States and 
the large cities are apparently working out of 
their troubles. 

The Orangemen turned out in immense 
numbers at Montreal Monday, to attend the 
funeral of Ilackett, who was shot during the 
Orange demonstration in that city last week 
Thursday, and nearly every Protestant in 
Montreal took part in the procession. The 
military were out in full force, and though 
the streets were filled with an immense throng 
of people, there was no riot and the funeral 
services passed off quietly. But in the latter 
part of the day some boys were set upon by 
the roughs and one of them was fatally shot. 
The Orangemen announce their determination 
to parade hereafter whenever they shall see 
fit, be the consequences what they may, and 
as a test of their freedom to parade in com¬ 
mon with other societies their grit is very 
commendable; but the sooner both sides put 
a stop to these senseless displays which only 
develop rancor and ill feeling, the better will 
it be for the general peace and good will of 
both parties and the community at large. 

The President was at first inclined to ex¬ 
empt the members of the National Republi¬ 
can Committee from the operation of the or¬ 
der respecting office-holders, as they probably 
will not meet for the next three years, but 
finally concluded to place them on a level 
with other office-holders for the sake of con¬ 
sistency. In a recent conversation the Presi¬ 
dent stated that no person in government em¬ 
ploy would be allowed to take any part what¬ 
ever in politics, whether in working hours or 
not, even though it does not interfere with 
his duties, as he intends to forever divorce 
politics and civil service as far as he has the 
power. This is laying it down pretty strong, 
and wlyle the President is undoubtedly actu¬ 
ated by the best of motives, he is clearly ex¬ 
ceeding bis constitutional prerogatives in thus 
hampering the political rights of the govern¬ 
ment employes. Most of them will, how¬ 
ever, doubtless yield obedience to his orders, 
for their salaries are of greater account to 
them than the privilege of attending caucuses, 
but it is intimated that Naval Officer Cornell 
of New York will defy the order and stick to 
his place on the National Committee. A 
Western paper facetiously inquires if there is 
anything in the civil service rules which will 
prevent a postmaster from attending prayer 
meeting. 


A Serious llailroad Strike. 

A formidable strike of brakemen and 
firemen on the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
this week has developed into a rebellion 
against the State itself. The managers of the 
road proposed to reduce the wages of brake- 
men and firemen from $1.75 and $1.50 per 
day to $1.58 and $1.35 respectively, where¬ 
upon they struck, and began to gather in 
force at Martinsburg, W. Va., where in a 
short time there was a mob of more than 500 
men, who completely blockaded the freight 
business of the road. Passenger trains were 
not interfered with, as the strike is confined to 
the transportation men, but no freight trains 
were allowed to pass either ■way, the rioters 
with drawn revolvers threatening to kill any 
engineer who attempted to take a train out of 
town. Some State militia were sent to Mar¬ 
tinsburg, but they were in sympathy with the 
rioters, as were the citizens of the place, and 
the authorities were helpless to cope with the 
mob. The strikers took 40 stand of arms 
away from the militia, and threw up intrcnch- 
ments on both sides of the track, and on Wed¬ 
nesday the trouble had assumed such propor¬ 
tions that Gov. Matthews of West Virginia, 
finding himself without any militia only such 
as were in sympathy with the rioters, called 
upon the President for troops. President 
Hayes accordingly sent a detachment of about 
250 men in regular fighting trim under Gen. 
French to Martinsburg Wednesday night, and 
issued a proclamation warning the rioters to 
disperse on or before noon of Thursday. 
When the troops arrived Thursday morning 
the strikers were very defiant, but the ring¬ 
leader was arrested, and Gen. French gave 
them to understand that there would be no 
fooling, and they cooled down, and at night 
all was quiet and the trouble probably at an 
end. A couple of trains were started out un¬ 
der guard in the afternoon, and it was thought 
that all the 73 locomotives would get off yes¬ 
terday, as plenty of men were willing to work 
if assured of protection. On Thursday, how¬ 
ever, the strike extended westward as far as 
Chicago, and it may Jie several days before 
things arc running smoothly again. Quite a 
serious strike also began on the western di- i 
vislop sf the Pennsylvania railroad Thursday 
noon among the freight hands, on account of 
an increase of the number of pars to a train.

The Cubans are awaking to renewed activ¬ 
ity, and in a recent battle it is reported that 
more than 600 Spaniards were killed. Yel¬ 
low fever is raging among the Spanish troops, 
and Gen. Martinez Campos is reduced to 
masterly inactivity from their decimated con¬ 
dition, while discontent and financial stringen¬ 
cy are widely prevalent. 

There has been quite a panic in financial 
circles in St. Louis the past week, caused by 
the suspension of four banks, the Bank of 
St. Louis, the Butchers and Drovers’ Bank, 
the North St. Louis Savings Association, and 
the Bremen Savings Bank, but the flurry is 
now over. The banking business in the city 
was rather overdone. 

Mrs. Dr. Marshall Calkins of Springfield 
has been appointed a member of the Advisory 
Board of ladies to visit the State charitable 
institutions, in place of Mrs. Leonard, re¬ 
signed. She is well qualified for the position, 
and it is an excellent appointment. 

The net loss by the Hampden Park races at 
Springfield last week is between five and six 
thousand dollars, which will be divided among 
the eight gentlemen who make up the associ¬ 
ation—Henry S. Hyde, James A. Rumrill, L. 
J. Powers, Henry M. Phillips, George M. 
Stearns, Charles A. Nichols, Wm. H. Wright 
and William Pynchon. The loss is ascribed 
mainly to the smaller number of horses en¬ 
tered, and the consequent falling off in en¬ 
trance tees.

MODESTY. 

Modesty is only another word for habit. 
The French woman displays her legs on mud¬ 
dy pavements in a way that makes English 
and American women hang their heads with 
shame. The English woman hides her legs, 
but she exposes her breast in crowded assem¬ 
blies with a freedom that strikes French and 
Americans with disgust. The American hides 
both breast and ankles; but very young girls 
show themselves freely alone in streets, om¬ 
nibuses, cars, and ferry-boats in a way that 
fills Europeans with horror at their immodes¬ 
ty. Oriental women hide their feces for their 
modesty. In the days when broad bandeaux 
of hair were worn it was immodest for an ear 
to be seen. I have seen in a fashion article 
in an American publication of years ago, the 
assertion that no modest woman could feel at 
ease with her hair behind her ears. African 
travelers, who only see the human figure in 
its natural condition, affirm that the sight of 
the naked form of the native women has not 
the slightest disturbing effect upon the imagi¬ 
nation. But only let those same forms be 
partially dressed, and the immodesty of the 
revealed portions is as evident as were they 
exposed by civilized women. The habit of 
looking continually upon the human figure by 
the artist robs it utterly of the impure associ- 
lations that haunt the mind of the Philistine. 
The most reckless student of the l’Ecole des 
Beaux Arts forgets the naked woman in the 
beautiful lines and curves and color of the 
model before him. That modesty is only 
habit, the innocence of children, who have no 
modesty till they begin to lose their virgin in¬ 
nocence of thought, plainly shows .—New 
York Times Correspondent. 

Small Things. —Every farmer should have 
a small room, tight and warm, which he can 
lock and where he can keep his small tools. 
Then he wants a good solid work-bench, with 
an iron vise on one side and a wooden one on 
the other. For iron working he wants a solid 
piece of iron for an anvil, a seven-pound 
steel-faced hammer, a riveting hammer, one 
large and one small cold chisel, two or three 
punches from one-fourth to three-eighths 
inch, a rimmer and countersink, to be used with 
a bit-stock, a screw-plate that will cut a screw 
from one-fourth to three-eighths inch; then, 
with round iron of various sizes, and ready¬ 
made nuts, he can make any bolt he wishes. 
For carpenter work, he wants a square, a 
shaving horse, drawing knife, a set of planes, 
auger from one-half to two inches, a fine 
hand-saw, with coarse cross-cut and rip saw, 
large cross-cut saw for logs, and a grindstone. 

Poisonous Water Tanks. —Zinc water 
tanks are happily getting into disuse. It is 
found that the water dissolves so much the 
more zinc as it contains more chlorides, such, 
for example, as the chloride of sodium. The 
water also takes up larger quantities of zinc 
in proportion to the length of contact. Boil¬ 
ing does not, however, precipitate the zinc 
from water charged with the metal. A sam¬ 
ple of the former, in which the chlorides were 
in small proportion, but which had been a 
long time in a zinc tank, contained fifteen 
grains of zinc to each quart. This may be 
■ prevented by coating the inside of the tanks 
with an oil paint, the bases of the paint being 
ochre or asphalt.

“THE ODOROUS PINEY WOODS.” 

These words caught our eye as we were la¬ 
zily glancing through The North and ires/ 
Illustrated, and they caused us to long for a 
trip to the home of the “piney woods.” With¬ 
out much thought as to where we should stop, 
we took our start from the good city of Louis¬ 
ville, Ivy., and soon found ourselves at Chica¬ 
go. There we found but one route that could 
give us what we were looking for, and found 
that to be the new Chicago, St. Paul & Min¬ 
neapolis Line that led through prairie and 
meadow, through hill and valley, along great 
lakes and streams, and finally into the depths 
of the pine forests of Wisconsin, and so on 
to St. Paul and Minneapolis. Buying our 
tickets we started and left the Canal and lvin- 
zie streets depot of the Chicago and North- 
Western Railway, and passed through many 
pleasant villages, such as Irving Park, Bar¬ 
rington, Desplaincs, Crystal Lake and Wood- 
stock, and reached Harvard, thence to Beloit, 
Hanover, and Madison, where we are 140 
miles from Chicago, and at the capital ol 
Wisconsin, a city of over fifteen thousand 
people. 

The city is pleasantly situated on an isth¬ 
mus about three-fourths of a mile wide, be¬ 
tween lakes Mendota and Monona, in the 
center of a broad valley, surrounded by 
heights from which it can be seen at a dis- 
ance of several miles. Lake Mendota lies 
northwest of the town, is six miles long and 
four miles wide, with clean, gravelly shores, 
and a depth sufficient for the navigation of 
steamboats. Lake Monona is somewhat 
smaller. 

At 17G miles front Chicago and 3G miles 
from Madison, we reach the celebrated Dev¬ 
il’s Lake. This is a beautiful body of water, 
surrounded by precipitous mountains on every 
side except at two points, one being at the 
southern end, where the railroad enters the 
lake basin, and the other at the northern end, 
where the railroad finds exit from the basiaof 
the lake. On every side of the lake you see 
“rock piled on rock” in every conceivable 
form, and in immense columns, pillars, piles 
and masses of very great magnitude and 
height. The railroad runs along the shore of 
the lake on a bed that was literally blasted 
out of the sides of the mountain. From the 
car windows all the beauties of this wonderful 
and weirdly mysterious region can readily be 
seen. This was the home of Minnawaukene, 
a beautiful but unfortunate Indian maiden, 
and many legends are related of her by the 
simple-hearted and kindly people of the vicin¬ 
ity. This lake is a favorite summer resort, 
and to it the people for many miles around 
come for picnicking, sailing, boating, fishing, 
and other sports. 

At Baraboo you reach the Baraboo river, 
and from thence pass along its valley for 
many miles. At Elroy you are 212 miles 
from Chicago, and at the southern terminus of 
the West Wisconsin Railway. From Elroy 
you hasten northward on the new and admira¬ 
ble track of the West Wisconsin road, and 
soon reach the great pine woods, which have 
rendered Wisconsin celebrated the world 
over. Into the heart of the pine lumber re¬ 
gion you speed, passing through Black River 
Falls, Humbird, Menomonee, and other 
noted lumber towns, and finally cross the Riv¬ 
er St. Croix at Hudson. This river is the di¬ 
viding line between Wisconsin and Minneso¬ 
ta. A few miles beyond, you reach a branch 
to Stillwater, a flourishing town on the St. 
Croix river. A fifteen mile ride brings you 
to St. Paul, and here you rest, or push on 
eleven miles further to the active, bustling 
cities of Minneapolis and St. Anthony. 

On the line we have hastily sketched, you 
have a variety of scenery—the quiet, beauti¬ 
ful prairie country ol north eastern Illinois; 
the rolling farming country of southern Wis¬ 
consin ; the wildly romantic scenery of the 
Devil’s Lake country; the breezy, odorous 
“piney woods,” with their busy mills, active 
towns, and numerous logging camps; and the 
charming river country of the St. Croix val¬ 
ley. A greater diversity of country cannot 
be lound anywhere in a journey of the same 
length. You will find comfortable, cleanly 
and commodious dining stations and hotels 
along the line, at which ample time is given 
for all meals. One management controls the 
route, and Pullman palace sleepers run 
through to Minneapolis via St. Paul. It will 
be seen that this line runs nearly due north¬ 
west from Chicago to St. Paul, and is but a 
few miles longer than an air line, and is the 
shortest practical route over which a railroad 
line can be built between these points. This 
assures the passenger the quickest time that 
can be made. No other route is now or can 
be niacle as direct. 

We are now settled down by a quiet brook 
where we daily pull from the “vasty deep” the 
speckled beauties we have heard so much 
about.— The Courier.

Returns received by Insurance Commis¬ 
sioner Rhodes from all but five towns in the 
State show that the whole number of fires in 
the State last year was 1538.

Suvluff Fund Associations. 

Philadelphia has for many years been noted 
for the number of homes owned by its work¬ 
ingmen, and this has been brought about by 
the aid of Saving Fund and Loan Associa- C1 
tions, which have been little known in this 
part of the country. But in that city there la 
are over four hundred of these associations, 
not one of which has ever failed, while G 
through their instrumentality more than 50,000 
men dependent upon their daily labor for the >* 
support of themselves and their families have 
been enabled to secure and pay for homes of ° 
their own. The associations not only afford 
members of moderate means an easy method 11 
of securing a home, but they also receive his 
savings and eventually pay him a good rate of i 
interest on them. Last winter our Legisla¬ 
ture passed an act providing for the orgamza- 1 
tion and management of such associations, 
and the first one under this law was organized 
at Boston Monday evening under the name of ? 
the “Pioneer Co-operative Saving Fund and ^ 
Loan Association,” and 310 members were 
enrolled, who took 1250 shares. The work- 
ing of the association is described as follows: 

Each member subscribes for so many 
“shares” upon which he pays $1 each per 
month. In this State the law provides that 
one person cannot-own more than twenty-five 
shares in one association—a provision wisely 
designed to prevent the control of the corpo¬ 
ration from falling into the hands of a few per¬ 
sons. The member pays this monthly as¬ 
sessment until his “share” is worth $200, 
principal and interest, when it is paid back to 
him. if he has not borrowed money. If he 
, desires to borrow money to invest in a house 
: or other real estate, he has first to satisfy the 
' managers of the association that Ins mvest- 
' ment is a sound one and that the security lie 
, offers is good. If he desires to borrow §1000 
_ lie must be a subscriber to the amount of five 
5 “ shares,” whose ultimate value at §200 each 

1 will amount to that sum, and pay §1 a month 
- on each “share” and §5 per month interest 
(if at six per cent.) on the §1000, or §10 per 
month in all. Usually, however, the loans 
r sell at a premium and the interest paid is at a 
! ’ higher rate than six per cent., but when this 
e is die case the borrower realizes his part of 
e the increased interest on his own “ share, 
e which will come to be worth §200 in a shorter 
time when loans sell at a premium and 
’’ the rate of interest is higher. Thus, it will 
J- be seen that the member secures a higher 
il rate of interest on his savings than he other¬ 
wise would, and if he desires to secure a 
home of his own (which in Pennsylvania was

AN ABDUCTION CASE. 

The story of the girl, Josephine E. Davis, 
who was enticed from her home in Camden, 
N. J., on the 10th of April, 187G, and the sub¬ 
sequent recovery to her mother at our village, 
on the 13th of August, proves quite an excit¬ 
ing chapter in her youthful life. The girl, 
who is now 15 years of age, was induced to 
leave her own home by a man named Henry 
II. Ilatstat and a woman, Flora Jones, who 
purported to be his wife, both living at that 
time in the same city. By his extravagant 
promises to educate and provide for all her 
wants she readily assented, and for a time 
they journeyed through different sections of 
this State and Connecticut, until they came to 
Troy, N. Y., walking the whole distance and 
sleeping in barns, etc., at night. While liv¬ 
ing at Troy Ilatstat hired a room and com¬ 
pelled the woman and child to beg from 
house to house, and if they did not secure 
money enough to pay tlie rent they were 
beaten on tlieir return. The girl, who was 
the sharper, did most of this work, and suf¬ 
fered extremely by freezing her feet and 
hands through selling oranges and soap on 
tlie streets during the bleak days of winter. 
On June Sth last they left Troy, and arrived 
at the outskirts of our village July 17th, 
where Ilatstat left the party, to visit a sister 
he had living in town. The girl at this point 
determined to make sure this her third at¬ 
tempt at escape, and was wandering four 
days through the towns of Gilbertville, Old 
Furnace and Barre before finally found by 
Mr. Chester Bliss and wife of this village at 
Hubbardston, who took her to their own home 
and clothed and cared for her as tlieir own 
child, besides informing her parents of her 
safety. On Monday, the meeting of the moth¬ 
er, who had spent §700, lier all, in fruitless- 
search, and her long-lost daughter was one of 
rejoicing. She presented Mr. Bliss with a 
check for §50, which he declined to receive, 
as he felt amply repaid at the happy sequel of 
the affair, and with farewells they departed 
for Camden. __ Hatstat has been seen in this 
vicinity within a week, evidently endeavoring 
to secure the prize that has kept him in lazy 
indolence, but now will try to elude the offi¬ 
cers, who are in pursuit. 

Cincinnati lias the largest railroad debt of 
any city in the country.

Hampden Savings Bank.

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The Women’s Christian Temperance Union , 
have issued an appeal to the voters of Massa- 
chusetts in which they portray the evils of the - 
licensed dram shop, saying that the people of 
this State annually drink §25,000,000 worth 
of intoxicating liquors, and calling upon the 
voters to blot out the license law from the 
statute book at the next election. 

From the number of State conventions on 
the tapis, one might judge that every aspirant 
for the Governor’s chair in this State was go¬ 
ing to have a convention of bis own. Five 
are already called—the Prohibitionists at 
Worcester September 12, the Labor Reform- 
ers at Boston the same day, the Democrats 
at Worcester September Id, the Republicans 
at Worcester September 19, and the Woman 
Suffragists at Boston October 9. Give us a 
few more! _ 

Secretary Sherman delivered a speech at 
Mansfield, Ohio, last Friday night, devoted 
mainly to the finances of the country, in 
which be showed that since last March, by 
the issue of low rate bonds, the 44 and 4 per 
cents., a saving in interest has been effected 
of §3,581,000 in coin, and he thinks that our 
entire public debt may in due time be con¬ 
verted into bonds bearing not more than four 
per cent, interest, if there is no adverse leg¬ 
islation affecting our cr edit. _ 

The Turks are showing more aggressive¬ 
ness in the Eastern conflict, and are attacking 
the Russians at various points, and are mak¬ 
ing a specially hard push for the recovery of 
the Shipka Pass, where there has been con¬ 
siderable sharp fighting. The Russians still 
maintain their positions, however, and with 
reinforcements constantly arriving they are 
not likely to lose any of their ground. But 
they evidently have a harder task before them 
than- they thought, when they set out for an 
easy march to Constantinople. 

President Ilayes lias been taking a little 
run through New Hampshire and the White 
Mountains this week, and has been received 
with much enthusiasm at every stopping 
place. lie arrived at Worcester Thursday 
evening, and was given a remarkably cordial 
and hearty reception. The Presidential par¬ 
ty were escorted to the Bay State House by 
the local militia, and speeches were delivered 
from the balcony to the crowds in the streets, 
after which the party were handsomely enter¬ 
tained by Senator Hoar at his residence. The 
President left in a special car on the night 
train for New York. 

The situation in the coal regions does not 
improve any, and the men in the Westmore¬ 
land and Pennsylvania mines at Irwin station, 
Pa., numbering 1G00, have joined the strikers, 
all of whom refuse to go to work until their 
wages are increased. This the companies 
will not listen to, as they say they cannot af¬ 
ford it. Gov. Hartranft has called for three 
months volunteers, to take the place of the 
militia in preserving order among the miners. 
In the meantime famine stares thousands of 
the men in the face, and it is hard to tell what 
the outcome will be. It is estimated that be¬ 
tween 50,000 and CO,000 men are now on a 
strike. 

An agreement has been effected between 
the Western Union and the Atlantic and Pa¬ 
cific telegraph companies, whereby they pool 
their earnings, of which the former will re¬ 
ceive 874 and the latter 124 per cent. The 
Western Union gets a controlling amount of 
Atlantic and Pacific stock, and by dispensing 
with superfluous offices where there are two 
in a place it is expected a saving of from 10 
to 20 per cent, will be effected, and that the 
Western Union will earn from 8 to 10 per 
cent, dividends and the Atlantic and Pacific 
3 to 4 per cent. The contract is for twenty 
years. This of course puts an end to all 
competition, and gives the Western Union a 
monepoly of the telegraphic business of the 
country. And unless the company has learn¬ 
ed wisdom from the past, this means an ad¬ 
vance in rates. 

Some of the counties in Kansas are leaning 
pretty strongly toward repudiation. Many of 
them loaned their credit without stint to nu¬ 
merous railroad enterprises in the days when 
railroad building was so active, and now they 
find themselves burdened with debts which 
are running them into bankruptcy. Leaven¬ 
worth county, for example, has a debt with 
unpaid interest amounting to § 1 , 200 , 000 , 
while its taxable property is assessed at only 
§S00,000. The county commissioners will 
not levy a tax to pay the interest on the rail¬ 
road indebtedness, and three other counties 
have adopted the same policy, while com¬ 
promises and repudiation are talked of in 
some counties. Dishonesty, in the shape of 
repudiation of honest debts, is becoming al¬ 
together too common and easy. Western 
county bonds have always been considered a 
safe form of investment, and have been taken 
by thousands of people in moderate circum¬ 
stances for the high interest usually paid, and 
if these counties have been allowed to bond 
themselves ad libitum they should be made 
to pay their indebtedness, dollar for dollar. 
And if they cannot do it, then the State which 
allows such loose financial management should 
be obliged to stand in the breach. 

The Free Lovers had a gathering in a grove 
at Ballardvale Sunday afternoon, and three 
thousand people listened to the most outspoken 
and vile declarations of free love doctrines.

A Sickening Story. 

Dr. Charles W. Chancellor of Maryland 
has been inspecting the almshouses, jails and < 
other institutions in that State, and their con¬ 
dition as reported by him is shocking and dis- i 
gusting in the extreme. There are more than 
500 insane and idiotic people in the alms¬ 
houses and jails, for whom there is no prop¬ 
er provision, and who are half fed and utter- 
terly neglected, while the almshouses in some | 
of the counties are dens of filth and prostitu¬ 
tion, shocking to contemplate. 

In the Alleghany Coal County Almshouse 
the sane and insane are indiscriminately as¬ 
sociated without the proper means of separat¬ 
ing the sexes. Most of the insane are harm¬ 
less. One colored girl, an epileptic of feeble 
mind, had three children, all of whom were 
born in the almshouse. In Anne Arundel 
county the almshouse is an abode of misery. 
The keeper and family are comfortably quar¬ 
tered on the first floor, while the white in¬ 
mates dwell together in unrestricted concu¬ 
binage on the second floor. One insane wo¬ 
man, aged 40, lmd borne three children in the 
house, all begotten by inmates. There was 
not in any room of this almshouse a bed or 
pilloiv fit for use, and such as were found 
were disgustingly filthy. The negro quarters 
were even worse than those occupied* by the 
v’hites. The common jail of this county is as 
filth}' and objectionable as the almshouse, 
promiscuous association of all classes exist¬ 
ing. The Caroline county almshouse is a 
mockery of charity and a nursery of pollu¬ 
tion, not the slightest attention being paid to 
the moral or physical condition of the pauper 
and insane inmates. One woman was the 
mother of two children and another ot six, 
all begotten and born within the almshouse. 

If the colored department should be compared 
to a filthy pig-stye it would be an injustice to 
the pig-stye. In one small room were found 
four men, five women, tw r o children, any 
quantity of cats and dogs and other living 
things too numerous to mention. One old 
man who w*as sick had scarcely the semblance 
of a bed on which to rest his aching bones; 
another, though sitting upright, to partake of 
a coarse and badly cooked dinner just served 
him, was too weak to defend his scanty meal 
against the incursion of a dog that quickly 
gulped it down. Such an aggregation of hu¬ 
man misery is rarely seen, and a more disre¬ 
putable place can scarcely be imagined. A 
similar state of affairs exists in Cecil county 
and Washington county almshouses. The 
jail in Baltimore is pronounced one of the 
best and cleanest in the State. 

It seems hardly credible that such a state of 
filth and pollution can exist in this enlight¬ 
ened age and in the midst of a civilized peo¬ 
ple; but it showa how little the people in 
general know of the inside workings of pub¬ 
lic charitable institutions, and the necessity of 
their being frequently inspected by compe¬ 
tent and disinterested persons. We presume 
such a state of things could not be found in 
any other State—it certainly is to be hoped 
not—and an aroused and indignant public will 
doubtless see to it that these institutions are 
thoroughly overhauled and purified forthwith. 

Prof. Hall of the Washington observato¬ 
ry has discovered a satellite to Mars. He 
first saw it last week Thursday night, but 
said nothing about it until repeated observa¬ 
tions placed its existence beyond a doubt. 
Saturday night a companion satellite was 
seen with it, and the diameter of the first dis¬ 
covered one was fixed at probably less than 
100 miles, its distance from Mars being only 
fourteen or fifteen thousand miles, or only a 
sixteenth the distance of the moon from the 
earth. This discovery gives to Prof. Hall 
and America the honor of tj)p third principal 
telescopic discovery of the present century, 
the first one being that of the first asteroid in 
1801, and the next the discovery of Neptune 
in 1846, both by European astronomers. 

There are but six life insurance companies 
chartered by the State of Massachusetts, viz : 
Berkshire, John Hancock, Massachusetts 
Hospital, Massachusetts Mutual, New Eng¬ 
land Mutual and State Mutual, The condi¬ 
tions of these institutions are good, but the 
next legislature, it is suggested, will order a 
special commission to investigate their affairs 
and their methods of doing business. 
-,- 

The Philadelphia exhibition was opened 
last Sunday for the first time, and during the 
afternoon 11,000 people attended, mostly la¬ 
borers and busluess men. No machinery 
was run and no sales made, but a sacred con¬ 
cert was given. The reception of the Gov¬ 
ernors of the different States is down for 
next Thursday. 

There is quite a strife between East and 
West Brookfield for th‘e northern terminus of 
the proposed Southbridge railroad, and some 
Boston and Albany railroad engineers are 
now sun eying a new route from West Brook¬ 
field via Fiskdale, but it is thought East 
Brookfield will come out ahead. 

This is the sentiment which a disgusted 
Massachusetts guest wanted to offer at the 
Bennington celebration : “The Battle of Ben¬ 
nington—Great Britain furnished the occa¬ 
sion, New York the battle ground, New 
Hampshire and Massachusetts the men, and 
Vermont the celebration.” 

They have introduced in Germany the nov¬ 
el idea of having bands to discourse sweet 
music at auction sales. Large crowds come 
to hear the concert, and are drawn into the 
vortrtc of bidding. Such an ingenious idea 
should have originated in the United States 
and cannot long lack of imitators here. 

The Governors of Maryland and West Vir¬ 
ginia have informed the Secretary of War 
that U. S. troops are no longer needed in 
those States, and they will accordingly be re¬ 
moved from the line of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad. 

Charles Kunstter’s Chemical Works in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., were blown up on Tuesday 
night, through the carelessness of a Govern¬ 
ment officer in charge of the premises. 

The annual illumination at Oak Bluffs, 
Martha’s Vineyard, took place Saturday even¬ 
ing, and presented a grand sight.
